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Ll. rior to Septenber 1951, Rumanian border ruard troops, whose stren igthn was at 
least one battalion, were located in the borracks installation on the southorn 
perimeter of the city and on the east side of the stirect leading to the Danube 
port, The installation consisted cf one lone, solid brick bidlding. The 
soldiers wore khaki uniforms with licht-rreen patches om the slinever tunics, 
and breeches or trousers with wrap pettees. Frior to Se:tember 198, only 
horse~cratm carts were scon with the unit. The troops were mainly c-yuipped 
with oid hirmanian suwall arms. Only 2. few Soviet weapons were obs-rved. The 

soldiers res ranged between 20 and e2 years Source Prequently observed a 
cons ton sbrean of detachments of various strengths leaving anc entering the 
barracks installation. 


2.. another barrecks installation, occupied by: Rumanian troops, “as Located north 
of the city on the west side of the main ebreen leading tovards Alexandria 
(mn 33/3 / 109) and abcut 200 meters northwest of the railread station, Tt 
was an old installation of four or five lea ree tivoestory cuildings end 10 to 15 
wooden barracks. Source estimated the number of the twosvos in the installation 
at 1,006 to 1,200 ren. They wore khaki uniforns with red service color on their

Rotations of this type were Lrcaquently 
observed at all times dering the year. According to gust eval ons rade in the

3. Prior to September 1951, a barrecks installatior of the Rumanian sccurlty Lroops 
was located on the norti. estern nerineter of the city, on the cast side cf Strada 
Pra porgeser | (souree's spellinis}, the extension of which led to the tom of 
Odaia (R 33/3) / @ 67). The installation included eieht solidly vuilt brick 
bulldines usod as billets and more tan 10 ¢ tomoorary barracks bus. dings. It was 
estimated that thore were cbout 1,200 men in the anstallation. The soldiers vore 
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khaki uniforms. Ked epaulets and rec cap bands were observed. Lrior to 
September 1951, the unit vas net motesized, No heavy wezpons were scen, 
source felt that this unit wes more strictly trained than the vest of the 
troops at the post. The personnel scemed to have becn especiaily solected 
‘and displayed a more Cisciplined beheviour than other units. The unit was 
referred to as "fe szritate armata” by the lecal people. Source stated that 
tiis unit belonged to the Rumanian Army and had no connection with police 
missions. 


lL. The post officers' mess was located in a new large brick building beside the 
city park, southwest of the center of the city and opposite the Large court 
building of the Turnu Magurele district. ‘The building was used Or officers! 
billets and also was used for social purposes by all officers of the vost. 
“ouree did rot hear of the existence of a high military headquarters at the 
post. 


5S. In the spring of 1951, source observed a barracks instetlation, whieh had 
been constructed about 199, occupied by Rumanian troops, located west of 
Alexaridria, on the southeast side of the road from Turm napgurvele, directly 
southwest of the railroad line. Source had no knowledce of other barracks 
installations in Alexandria. Frior te the fall of 1951, Rosiorii de Vede 
(2 33/3 / B 70) was a Rumanian post. In October 1951, source did not cb- 
serve any Soviet soldiers ‘n the streets of Bucharest. Ue also stated that 
there were no Soviet soldiers in Turnu Magurele and Alexandria prior to Sep- 
tember 1951, and no Soviet troops were seen in Rosiorii de Vede in th: spring 
-of 1951. 


6 According to a Rumanian, who worked as a warehouse manager at a building site 
near the town of Balaci (R 33/3); / B73), underground conerets consLruction 
work was performed near this towm in mid-Aurcust 1951. “lorkers from Turnu 
Magurele were also employed at this project, The purpose of this work was 
not known, It was rumored that the building work was under Soviet nanagonent . 


7. Between 15 September and 20 October 1050; the seaport of Constanta (Rk 52/5 / & 71) 
was occupied mainly by Soviet troops. Source knew of three barracks instalin~ 
tions at the sost which were not damavted in “orld War TI. Sourec learned, from 
conversation that no new barracks installations had been constructed in the 
city area. Soviet troops wore located in a barracks installation on the east side 
of Strada Mircea Voda, This installation is leeated north of the center of the 
city, near the steep hill sloping toward the sea. Other barracks installa 
tions quartering Soviet troops were Located at the northwestern adea of the 
city, on both sides of the main street leading towards Cvidiu (R 53/5u / B61), 


just inside the city limits. 25X1 
25X14 . aearneneena CS” troops stationed at Constanta included an 


infantry regiment and an artillery regiment. .Trior to late Jeptenber 1950, 

a Soviet artillery colonel had been billeted in the naval officerts apartment 
for two years. in carly October 1950, the Soviet colonel vas trans erred te 
Vienna, Almostall hotels at the vost were oceupled by Sovieb of vicers. Other 
officers were billeted in private apartments. Source rarely saw Soviet troops 
in the streets of the city. Public placcs were off limits to Soviet Lroops. 
Source was unable to furnish information on the Sovicé headquarters jn Con- 
stanta, . 


8, A small, old Rumanian barracks installation, which had been occupied by members 
of occupation units of the Rumanian Kevy prior to the war, also quartered mem 
bers of the Rumanian Navy jin October 1950, The installation is Located in the 
southwestern cdge of the city on the read ‘Leading towards Eforie (Rn 63/5) / 


/% 79). 
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While riding daily in coastal railway trains between Carmen Silwe (RK 53/5h / 
/ K 79) and Constanta from 15 Sectember to 1 October 1950, source observed — 
building sites, enclosed by high board fonces near the coast. Ai least siz 
of these buildine sites were observed in the const section between the Apigea 
vailroad station and the Constanta port area. Each building site wes about 
25 neters squere. A few wooden huts, at which soldiers and civilians workers 
were scen, were located near the Luilding sites, Concrete mixers vere used 
at tha sites. When working, the seldicvs who wore light-brown noiforns 
having tunics with belts, According to other passengers on the train and 

the above mentioned Rumanian naval officer, Soviet soldiers were employed 

at the building projects. Tt was rumored that conerete AAA positions were 
under construction there, No building sites vere observed between the Acigea 
railroad station and the town of "forie anc there were no building sites 
between Fforie end the town of Carmen Silva, whieh was renamed Vesile Roayter, 
{source's spelling}. <ixcept for certain sections of the coast, bething vas 
forbidden in the area north of the viliage of Korie. In early Cetober 1950, 
no Soviet of Rumanian military installations were obscrved in the villages 

of Eforie and Carmen Silva. 
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In the fall of 1950, the coastal erea around Mamaia (2 53/5) /f % 62) was 
built-up wits numerous labor canps and convicteamps quartering the Laborers 
working on the canal. In October 1950, the end of the canal was cbserved 
directly north of the village of Mamaia. , 
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
